Claim 16: 

The examiner agrees with applicant's assertion that Mead et a! (US Patent No. 
2,770,924) is not a "shot-peening" apparatus, rather a blast cleaning apparatus. 
Examiner agrees with the applicant that shot-peening is not the same as blast cleaning 
and therefore overcomes the previous rejection of Mead in view of Russel. Furthermore 
applicant's argument, that the addition of an elongated helically wound wire taught by 
Russel to the apparatus of Mead is impermissible hindsight, is convincing.
